regard as wanting in proper reverence for 
the Deity, they took the liberty to alter 
'without scruple; and nartations of any 
_kind which they thought would not be en-

When he finds that he has been 
taken captive by the seductive influence of 
the world, and his corrupt inclinations have 
gained a partial victory, itis sometimes a 
moment ofthe keenest regret. The Chris- 
tian never struggles so hard as in the resist- 
ance which he makes against the influence 
of his owncorrtptions. He is never smit- 
ten with severer anguish than when he has 
violated his obligations to Christsor brought 
a reproach upon the Christian character.— 
His heart is never more full than when he 
goes to the throne of grace; to mourn over 
the prevalence and strength of his own in- 
clinations. But how cheering is the hope 
that'a process of sanctification will soon be 
completed in his soal, that the last vestige 
of pollation will be wiped away, that the 
sting of remorse will be extracted, and the 
final struggle with indwelling corruption 
will be past. If the consolations of chris- 
tian hope are ever needed, surely it is when 
the soul can speak forth its feelings in the 
language of the Apostle, “O, wretched man 
that I am! who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death 1” 

But there is one more season and occa- 
sion in which the stoutest courage usually 
sinks, when the soul is unable to command 
the consolations of religious hope. I re- 
fer to the hour of death. Though philoso- 
phy andmere animal heroism may often

‘nature’s language. Attention to this mat- 
ter would greatly reduce the quantity, and 
vastly improve the quality, of each prayer 
offered in the social meeting: 

The interest of the people in some pray- 
ers is greatly marted by the frequent re+ 
currence of a favorite form of expression. 
Sometimes a particular name of the Deity 
is so often introduced as to become very 
painful to a devout mind. If not taken in 
vain, or irreverenutly, itis used as a mere 
expletive, and should be omitted. 

There are some who seem to forget alto- 
gether the capacity of the room in which 
they are assembled. Large or small, they 
always pray with the same quantity of voice. 
Some pray loud enough in family worship 
fora cathedral ; others again, especially in 
the commercement of the prayer, speak so 
‘very low that not one in ten can hear what 
' they say. Every one who leads in prayer 
should speak, ordinarily, just loud enough 
‘to be heard by all who are inthe room. A 
low tone of voice is very suitable for the 
closet, but not fur the social meeting ; and 
aloud vociferation may answer for the camp 
meeting, but is very much out of place ina 
‘lecturetroom, or parlor. It is a fault of 
other good brethren, whose voice and mans 
/ner are very acceptable in personal conver- 
‘sation, that they indulge in a sort of cant 
as sooh as they begin to pray. ‘They put 
onanentitely different tone,or fall intosome 
disagreeable habit or another, by which the 
‘comfort of those who tnite with them is 
sadly impaired, 

We might prolong this long list of faults 
and inadvertences of good men in prayer— 
for it is always easy to find fault. But

The schooner Howe, from Tampico, bas errived 
at New Orleans, bringing accounts of a Revolution 
in Mexico, the expulsion of Gomez Farlas from 
power, and the installation of Gen. Salas. General 
Taylor, by one report, is said to have fallen back on 
Saltillo and Monterey without a general action, and 
by another it is said that he had a battle at night 
with the Mexicans, killing about 400 of them and 
losing none. The Mexican papers say that Santa 
Anna had cat off bis retreat by interposing the for- 
ces of Minon and Torrejon. .

Some of them have fallen. Yonder is| 
‘one that has lain for four, yes, six years, to 
my knowledge, in that same position—and 
every year, at the same time, I come and 
sit here and watch that long brancli sway- 
ing backward and forward inthe swift cur- 
rent. Once, while Willis and I sat here, 
he saw a mink’s head rise above the water 
in the eddy below the trunk, and his rifle

We had one long and weary and some- 
what successful expedition last fall.

Prayer under Ground. 
We have in our hands 4 rare work, pub- 
lished in 1843, which gives very full iufor- 
mation respecting the coal mines and mi- 
ners in England. It appears that the mi- 
ners have been, to a lamentable extent, « 
degraded and a neglected population, But 
in some districts benevolent persons have 
labored for their good. The following ex- 
tract narrates a scene of prayer in a coal 
mine. Surely the worshipper might say, 
De profundis clamavi.” 
“I was so desirous of witnessing their 
proceedings, that I resolved to ask wheth- 
er I could be allowed to attend. Having 
permission, I stripped off my coat and hat, 
and being attired in a thick flannel shirt 
and a white felt hat, descended just before 
dinner. After being provided, at the bot- 
tom, with a candle stuck into a piece of 
moist clay, I followed my guide along the 
rail or tramway, every now and then stum- 
bling against a huge stack of coal, with a 
horse harnessed to a rolly, standing on the 
line of railway, till we came to a place 
where three tramways met, and the space 
was considerable, all cut out in the solid 
coal, which also formed the roof, perhaps 
nine feet from the floor. In the centre of 
this open epace were the dinners of the 
men, each tied up in his handkerchief, and 
the kegs of beer, and mugs to drink out of. 
By degrees the company arrived from dif- 
ferent quarters, and each man, as he join- 
ed us, stuck his clay candlestick upon a 
projection in the wall of coal around us, 
so that our apartment became gradually il- 
luminated. The bead workman now took 
from a niche cut out in the side of the wall, 
a Bible and hymn book, and by the light of 
the nearest candle selected a hymn, and 
read out the first two lines, which were 
sung in chorus, in right good earnest, by 
the congregation, and so two verses were 
performed.

reveal it; were it removed so far that its 
light would be three millions of years in 
reaching us, this telescope would show it to 
the human eye. With such an instrument 
then, itis not wonderful that grand discev- 
eries should be made. It has but been 
pointed to the heavens ; we have only en- 
tered upon the beginning of its career, but 
it has already accomplished mighty things. 
There are seattered throughout the heav- 
ens objects nebulous in their appearance, 
which would wot yield up their character to 
the instruments heretofore employed ; but 
this instrument resolves them completely. 
Among the different objects that have been 
subjected to its scrutiny, is the wonderful 
nebula in the constellation Orion. I have 
had an opportunity of examining it. It is 
one of the most curious ohjects in the whole 
heavens. It is not round, and it throws off 
furious lights. This object has been sub 
jected to the examination of every instru- 
ment from the time of Herschel, but it grew 
more and more mysterious, more difficult 
to understand, more strange and diverse in 
its character. When Lord Rosse’s great 
telescope was directed to its examination, 
it for a long time resisted its power. He 
found it necessary to wait night after night 
and month after month, until finally a favor- 
ing combination of circumstances gave to 
him a pure atmosphere. He directed his 
telescope to the object, and lo! its station 
revealed itself, the stars of which it is com- 
posed burst upon the sight for the first time, 
and the problem was solved forever. Here 
is one of the mightiest triamplhs of this in- 
strument, but it has gone on from point to 
point revealing combinations of stars won- 
derful beyond what the imagination could 
conceive. In one corner of the heavens, 
stars cluster together in the form of a migh- 
ty scroll.

I now come to the investigation of the 
last point, the instrument of Lord Rosse. 
When we remember the station of this no- 
bleman, his rank, his high position in soci- 
ety, we cannot fail to be struck with admi- 
ration when we remember how he devoted 
his fortune and his energies to the accom- 
plishment of the grand enterprise which has 
occupied him for years. Distrusting the 
power of the Refracting Telescope, Lord 
Rosse determined to give his energies to 
the construction of a Reflecting Telescope, 
that would enable him to make grander dis- 
coveries than had hitherto been made. He 
wanted an instrument that would burst 
through the barriers that had hitherto boun- 
ded human vision—that would show him 
what lay in the vast deep beyond. I need 
not detail to you the construction of this 
mighty instrument. Instead of limiting it 
to four feet diameter, as Heascner did, he 
has given his speculum six feet, with a focal 
distance of sixty feet.
